Utility Tax Go 
Into Effect nee 
In City Of Pahokee/ 


Ordinance No. 181, passed on 
final reading by the City Council 
in Pahokee Tuesday night will go’ 
into effect on August 5 and pro- 
vide for extra revenue through a 
utility tax. The tax will apply to 
electricity, water, bottled gas and 
local telephones. The ordinance 
was passed in order to raise rev- 
enue to help Operate the city under 
the new mayor and council set-up. 

The utility tax will be ten per- 
cent on any amount up to $25 and 
five percent tax on any amount 
over $25 and up to $75. A one 
percent tax rate will prevail on all 
amounts over $75, it is pointed out 
in the new law. 

Example: If-your electric bill is 
$880 per month then your total 
bill will be $8.80 plus ten percent 
tax which is 88 cents for a total 
of $9.68. On ‘top of this your 
phone bill might be $5.00.’ If so, 
then add an additional ten percent 
or 50 cents and your phone bill will 
total $5.50. And so on. 

All utility taxes will be collected 
by the concern handling any par- 
ticular utility: The power com- 
Il collect:the tax on their 
ity as will the phone com- 
tled gas company., When 
‘our water pill. at the city 
all you will pay the additional
